The disasters among the shipping were 
terrible—No less than three ot the New 
York packets were lost, the Oxford, St. 
Andrew and Pennsylvania....The Oxford 
went on shore in Bootle Bay on the nigh t 
of the 6th with all her masts standing . 
The next morning, the passengers, 13 ill 
number, with the captain and crew, landec l 
in safety, with their luggage. The mast*» 
fell in the course of the night. 

Near to the same spot, the steamer Reda 
wing, a tender for the mail, wont ashore. 

So violent was the hurricane, that although 
the Redwing had three anchors out, and 
her full power of steam on, one ot the ca« • 
hies snapped and the other anchors dragged I 
the vessel going bodily on shore, till at last t 
the captain was obliged to slip his cables , 
to avoid running into the Oxford. I h< \ 
wind then drove the vessel on her beau > 
ends, and being unable to get her bea< 1 
to windward, she went on shore sideway . 

The St. Andrew struck on the Burin j 
Sands— The passengers were taken off b y 
a steam vessel, the Victoria. High enco - 
miums aie paid, in the Liverpool papen <, 
to the cool and steady conduct of Capt r. 
Thompson The ship was a total wrec-ft 
The ship Lockwoods, with a great num - 
her of passengers on hoard, went upon th e 
North Bank, fore and main masts falling in 
the shock. She was hoarded by the saw a 
steam vessel, the Victoria, which took o ff 
33 passengers, and about 17 of the crev v\ 
Forty or fifty persons were believed to hat a 
perished on board rh« 

The packet ship Pennsylvania went on 
the same North Bank, about a quarter of a 
mile eastward of the Lockwoods, who re 
her bull was nearly covered by the se a. 
The captain, crew and passengers were se< en 
in the rigging on Tuesday, the 8th. Dn 
that evening the Victoria steamer put *ofF 
to their assistance, and was within sight of 
them the next morning hut could rend er 
them no aid. The sufferers were seen in 
the rigging, and their cries could he hear d. 

One of the passengers, Mr Thompso n, 
of New York, had been seen by Capta in 
Nye, of the Independence, at Leaser e. 
He repotted that himself and three otJ ier 
passengers, and 5 seamen left the sh : p in 
one of the boats, which was swamped, ac id 
the other 3 were drowned. Mr. Thom p*. 
son ascribed hi9 own safety to a liFe-pres« *r* 
ver which he had on. 

It was reported on the 10th that 26 pt 
sons had been rescued from the Pennsylva¬ 
nia...44 from the Lockwoods—atid 23 frmm 
the St. Andrew. 

The accounts from the interior are qu ite 
as frightful as those from the sea coa st. 
At Manchester the violence of the sto rm 
was terrific. In the surrounding coun try 
the destiuction of trees was immense.—In 
one park alone luO were prostrated, and 
170 more much injured by the loss of la rge 
limbs and branches. At Blackburn no less 
than eleven factories had their chimn iea 
levelled, doing great damage in their fall. 

The storm extended to Ireland, com¬ 
mitting great ravages in Dublin and or her 
places. 

The Rev. Mr. Stephens, who has m nde 
himself so notorious of late by his vio leut 
harangues at the torch light meetings, 
had been arrested but a successor, no ore 
violent than he, had sprung up in the per¬ 
son of a Mr. Geo.

Since my last communication to you up* 

I on the subject of the trespassers upon the 
Public Lands, there has been forwarded to 
me n proclamation purporting to have been 
issued by the Lieutenant Governor of tho 
Province of New Brunswick, which I deem 
it my duty to Communicate to you, with a 
statement of my proceedings consequent 
J thereon. 

j By this Proclamation, it seems, that 
I while the Lieutenant Governor disavows 
any authority from his Government for the 
. seizure of the Land Agent, he yet speaks 
jof the attempt of the civil authorities of this 
State to drive a hand of armed trespassers 
from our public lands, as ‘an outrage,* and 
• an invasion of the territory of New Bruns¬ 
wick ; and avows the fact of having 4 or- 
dered a sufficient military force’ to repair 
to the place where the Land Agents party 
(are endeavoring to execute your Resolve of 
the 24th of January, and to repel what he 
thus regards as an invasion of the .Province 
of New Brunswick. 

Immediately upon tho receipt of this 
extraordinary document, I took measures 
to hasten the departure of the reinforcement 
jof the Land Agent’s understood to have 
been assembled at Bangor awaiting orders, 
and numbering between four and five hull* 
died men —and also i-sued an order to 
Major Geneial Isaac Hodsdon, of the 3d 
Division, to detach one thousand men, by 
draft or otherwise, properly officered and 
equipped, who were to rendezvous at Ban¬ 
gor, and proceed at the earliest possible

; Agent’s party, on or near the Aroostook 
river, there to render such aid as would 
leriable the Land Agent to carry into ef* 
feet the Resolve of the 24th of Jarii*a- 
jry.

Not only this, but it seems that a mili¬ 
tary force is sent into a pai l of the territo¬ 
ry of this State to expel from it a civil force 
Bent there by this Government for the pro 
lection of its property. How long are we 
thus to he trampled upon—our rights and 
claims derided—our power contemned — 
and the State degraded ? ]f tliete ever 
Was a time when the spirit of independence 
and self respect should assert itself, that 
time is the present. We cannot tamely 
’ submit to he driven from our territory while 
engaged in the civil employment of look 
iug after and protecting our property, with, 
out incuring a large measure of ignominy 
and disgrace 

No palliating circumstances for this out¬ 
rage can he found in even a pretence that 
the place where, it was committed is with¬ 
in the concurrent jurisdictiotf of the two 
Governments, much less than the British 
Government have had exclusive jurisdic¬ 
tion. Lands even higher up and beyond 
that Were surveyed and granted by the 
State of Massachusetts more than thirty 
years ago. And Vlassachusets and Maine 
have been in the habit of gianting permits 
to cut timber upon the Aroostook lauds 
without being to my knowledge molested 
from any quarter, to say nothing of the 
aale and actual occupation of the land itself. 

It must lie gratifying to all who have 
a true sense of the honor and interests of 
the State, to perceive that, upon this sub¬ 
ject, the din of party warfare is hushed.,, 
anti that an unanimity has prevailed, alike 
honorable and patriotic. No interruption 
to this commendable spirit, / trust, will he 
suffered. Union and good feeling, no less 
than prudence and energy, are absolutely 
necessary in this extraordinary emergency.

Since writing tbe foregoing, I have re¬ 
ceived a communication from the Lieut. 
Governor of the Province of New Bruns¬ 
wick, in which he sets up an alleged agree¬ 
ment that the British Government shall 
have exclusive jurisdiction and possession 
of the disputed territory* until the question 
be settled_and informing us that he is in¬ 

structed not to suffer any interference with 
that possession and jurisdiction. He en 
treats us to withdraw the Land Agent’s 
parly, & adds that he has directed a strong 
force of • her Majesty’s troops to be in rea* 
diness to support her Majesty’s authority 
and protect her Majesty’s subjects in the 
disputed territory, in the event of this re¬ 
quest no* being immediately complied with.’ 

In regard to all this, I have only to say 
that, fur one, I see no reason to doubt the 
entire correctness of the course we have 
thus far pursued, and that with the blessing 
of God, 1 M ust we shall persevere. 

No such agreement as that alluded to by 
tbe Lieut. Governor, can be recognized by 
us—and it is an entire mi-apprehension, 
to say the least of it, that such an agree¬ 
ment has ever been made. 

The letter having been written before 
Mr. Mclntire reached Fredericton no offi¬ 
cial communication is made of the course 
intended to be pursued in regard to him 
and those arrested with him. I learn, how¬ 
ever, indirectly that they are to ho retained. 

I am informed that the Land Agent’s 
party have stationed themselves for the 
present at the termination of the Aroos¬ 
took road. While there.. McLaughlin, the

England, until that claim shall be deter-

the alternative of either failing in his duty 
hy abstaining from the fulfilment of the 
commands of his Sovere : gn, or, hy acting 
up to them, placing tha two countries in 
a state of border collision, if not the two 
nations in immediate and active hostilities. 

Such, nevertheless, is the position in 
which 1 find myself placed hy this overt act 
on the part of the State of Maine, one from 
which I do not hesitate in entreating your 
Excellency to relieve me, by ordering the 
immediate recall of a force, whose presence 
within the precincts of the territory as clai 
med hy England, it is contrary to my in 
struct?ons To permit...and it is proper that 
I should acquaint your Excellency that I 
have directed a strong force of her Majes¬ 
ty’s troops to be in readiness to support 
her Majesty’s authority, and protect hei 
Majesty’s subjects in the disputed territory, 
in tho event of this request not being im¬ 
mediately complied with. 

With regard to any plea for these pro* 
ceeeings on the part of the State of Maine, 
connected with timber spoliations on that 
territory, I have to inform your Excellency 
that 1 have given directions for a body to 
he placed across the mouth of the Aroos¬ 
took, where the seizing officer, protected 
hy a sufficient guard, will be able to pre 
vent the passage of any timber into the St 
John in the spring, or to seize it. and ex¬ 
pose it to public sale, for the benefit of tlie 
‘ disputed territory fund,* 

Similar precautions will he adopted in 
regard to any timber cut upon the Uppe 
St. John, or the tributary streams falling 
into it..

Massachusetts Legislature ...The follow¬ 
ing Message was received fiom the Gov- 
ei non— 

To the Senate Sc House of Representatives, 

I transmit to the two Houses copies of 
several documents received from his Excel¬ 
lency the Governor of Maine, on the I8th 
instant. They relate to the trespasses com¬ 
mitted on the public lands, the property of 
Maine and Massachusetts, by hands of 
plunderers associated in large bodies, fo 
the purpose of carrying on their operations 
without interruption. The measures taken 
to hy Maine to enable her land agent 
put a stop to these depredations and 
the purpose of resisting those messuies by 
military force announced by the Lieut. 
Governor of the province of New Bruns¬ 
wick, will appear from the papers commu¬ 
nicated. The course adopted and menaced 
hy the (oral authorities of New Brunswick 
has led the Legislature of the State of 
Maine to the adoption of vigorous meas¬ 
ures for the protection of the public pro¬ 
perty, and the defence of the agents em¬ 
ployed in removing the depredators. 

Among the papers transmitted by Gov. 
Fairfield, is a copy of a resolve of die 
House of Representatives of Maine, of the 
18th instant, requesting the aid of Massa- 
chusetts in the measures adopted hy Maine 
relative to the trespassers on the public 
lands. The opinions and feelings of Mas* 
sachusetts on the great questiotis connected 
with the North Eastern Boundary, have 
been so often set forth in the public acts of 
her legislature and Executive, that they do 
not need to he repeated. The Land Agent 
of the Commonwealth has at all times effi¬ 
ciently co operated with the Land ^4gent 
of Maine in all the measures or the protec¬ 
tion of the property, which fall within the 
ordinary duties of those offices. I had the 
henor in my address to the Legislature at 
the beginning of the session, as on more 
tfian one former occasion of the 88me kind, 
to call the attention of the two Houses to 
the ruinous extent of the depredations com¬ 
mitted on the public lands hi that region. 
The rightful sovereignty and government 
of the territory belonging exclusively to 
Maine, Massachusetts has no jurisdiction 
over it, and possesses only an interest in a 
moiety of the soil. For this reason no fur¬ 
ther steps on our part have been deemed 
within the competence of Massachusetts, 
to maintain her rights in the territory 
which forms the subject of the controversy, 
so long protracted between the Govern¬ 
ments of the United States and Great Bri¬ 
tain. Should a state of things unhappily 
arise in winch the Government of United 
Stales shall call upon Massachusetts for her 
assistance in asserting t he rights so long and 
so injudiciously withheld, I arn persuaded 
that ihe call will receive a prompt response 
from the legislature and the people.
